A Member ftood up, however, and made 
a flaming Speech againft it. He faid, * Ail our Misfortunes 
« were owing to the Faction who were now for this 
‘Meafure. That after the Death of Charles XII. of 
‘ glorious Memory, under the {pecious Pretence of re- 
‘toring Liberty, they had deftroy’d the Government, 
«fet up firtt one new Form, then another, and by their 
‘Intrigues bad rendered the People mad with Notions 
«that they had no Concern in. That now all Things 
‘ were run into Diftraétion thro’ the Frauds of the Great, 
‘and the Folly of the Many, they were refolved to pre- 
¢ vent all Enquiry into their Conduct, by placing a Fo- 
‘ eign Prince on the Throne, to curry Favour with the 
‘ Peafants. That this laft ‘troke of Frenzy muft be ar- 
‘tended with the Lofs of Finland for ever, the Inhabi- 
‘tants being devoted to the Family of Holftcin, the 
‘Continuance ot a Foreign War they were altogether 
‘unable to fupport, and the Breaking out of inteitine 
‘Troubles. That, on the other hand, the Peace offer’d 
‘them by Ruffia, quitted ail Finland, except the Pro- 
* vince of Nylande, gave them an Opportunity of refto- 
‘ ring their old Goverament, and procured them an Ally 
‘of that Power they were leaft able to withftand. —— 
He was interrupted at this Expreflion, and a Vote had 
certainly pafs’d, but that the Order of Burgeffes fent a 
Deputation, to remind the Houfe, that the Bufineds of 
the Peace, and not the Succeffion, ought now to be 
minded, which put an End to the Debate. The fame 
Member faid this Morning, That the News pubifhed 
from the Fleet was falfe, and that he would be account- 
able with his Head, that the Ultimatum would be ac- 
cepted by the Czarina, One need not remark, that fuch 
as force the Succeffion, and poftpone the Peace, are tor 
the Prince of Denmark ; whereas thofe who pufh the 
Peace, and would put off the Succeffion, mean the Bi- 
fhop of Lubeck well. Baron Nolken’s Secretary is juft 
arrived, and we flatter ourfelves the Preliminaries are 
figned. 

Madrid, Fune 5. Our new Minifter, the Marquis de !a 
Enfenada, begins his Adminiftration ftrangely. The Bi- 
fhop of Rennes told him, a Day or two ago, that his 
Court intended, as foon as Circumftances would permit, 
to fend Don Philip a Reinforcement. The Marquis an- 
{wer'd, I give implicit Credit to whatever I’m told un- 
til Tam once deceived, and then I never believe more : 
Let me befeech your Excellency to remember this, and 
to confider what you teil me. He has remitted 1,000,000 
to the Army in Savoy, and 2,000,000 to that in Italy ; 
and has promis’d to remit, every Month, one Million by 
the Way of Genoa to Count de Gages, and two Millions 
by Lyons to the Marquis de las Minas. The extraordi- 
nary Remittance now made to Italy is to difcharge Ar- 
rears, and raife Recruits. The Regiment of Horfe of 
Andalufia furrounded the Militia of Burgos, difarmed 
them, and brought back 408 of the Deferters Prifoners, 
Who are at the King’s Mercy. But as they ere very 
young, and moft of them Children of very fubftantial 
People, it is thought ¢they’ will efcape the better. An

On the ¢th in the Evening his Highnefs took the Re- 
‘wien of forcing the Enemy from all their Polls on 


since our laft arrived a Mail from France, and wuother { 














the Danube and the fer. M. Broglio lay at Plaid!ing 
with 17,000 Men, where he was ftrongly fortified. He 
had, at leaft, sooo Men in feveral Pofts on the Mer and 
Danube. M. Seckendorft, with between 10 and 12,000 
Men, was in the Neighbourhood of Landfhut, about 12 
French Lesgues from thence. Accordingly all the ne- 
ceflary Di{potitions were made for preventing the Ene- 
Mies joining, at leaft with Eafe and Expedition. 

On the 6th, about Three in the Morning, his Highaeft 
forced the Retrenchments over-sgaintt Deckendorft; and 
about Five General Brown pafs'd the Danube at Welz 
burg, between Deckendorff and Straubingen. This in- 
duced M. Broglio to burn the Bridge at Plaidling, and 
to retire with the utmoft Precipitation. About Ten in 
the Morning General Breuner paffed the Ifer near Lan- 
dau, upon which Seckendorff having abandon’d Land- 
fhut, march’d crofs the Country towards Ingoldftadt. 
In this Mirch, Baggage, lame Horfes, feveral Compa- 
nies of Foot, with their Arms on the Ground, and them- 
felves on their Knees, were all the Interruptions we met 
with. Prince Efterhafi indeed having been mifintorm- 
ed as to the Number of the Enemy he attacked, fell in 
with 11,000 Horfe and Dragoons, with his own Regi- 
ment of Huffars only. He beat them however, and took 
ail their Baggage; and the Croats and Pandours were {0 
overcharg’d with Plunder, that they would take nothing 
but Money, Plate, or Jewels. 

On the 7th his Highnefs receiv’d the Magiftrates of 
Straubingen. The French halted two Hours in the 
Neighbourhood of that City, and then continued their 
March to Ptader. The Inhabitants broke down their 
Bridge, wailed up their Gates, and pointed their Cannon 
ayainft them. M. Broglio has render’d himfelf excef- 
fively odious by the Contempt with which he always 
{poke of the Bavarians. We have now near three Bat- 
talions Prifoners, and as much Baggage as we could take. 
An Officer is jult arrived with the News that our Troops 
are in Poficflion of Landfhut and Munich. Broglio is 
marching as bard as he can to Ratisbon, in order to join 
Count Saxe, who is as hard pufh’d by Prince Lobko- 
witz. Hitherto the French have been but flow in their 
Motions; they will, however, recover their Reputation 
as to that, by this March of 15 Leagues with but four 
Hours reft. 

On the 8th we continued our March with great Dil- 
gence. Our Haffars came up with the Enemies Rear Guard 
at Abach, where, after a warm Difpute, two of their beft 
Regiments of Horfe were cut to Pieces. M. Broglio, 
and the Count de Saxe, abandon’d their Camp near Ra- 
tisbon laft Night, and are retiring towards Kelheim, 
where they hope to join Seckendorff. Our Huffars fol- 
low them conftantly. An Officer is juft arrived from 
Prince Lobkowitz, with the News that he has detach’d 
his irregular Troops towards Kelheim. When the Enemy 
quitted Weix they burnt their Bridge, and threw their 
Magazines into the Danube. 

This Day being the oth, we are all in Motion, M. Seck- 
endorff is arrived with his Forces, by this time, on the 
Danube, having march’d Night and Day; we are to fol- 
low, and, if poffible, engage them, in conjunction with 
Prince Lobkowitz’s Armys M. Khevenhuller has de- 
vifed a Route which will fave us two Leagues. If the 
Enemy ftand, a general Action muft enfue. 

Hoechft, Fune 13. Upon Sunday laft the oth Inftane, 
Lord Stair having had repeated Advices from feveral 
Quarters, that the French Army under the Marfhal de 
Noailles was in fu!l March to attack the Confederate Ar- 
my, and that they would be far enough advanced to do 
it upon Monday Morning, his Excejiency, about Nine 
o’Clock at Night, gave Orders to the feveral Corps to 
march in the Night to the Field of Buttle, and to take 
Pofieffion of the different Pofts afligned to the feveral 
Nations. The Field was upon a Plain a little above the 
Village of Kellenbach, between the Edge of the Foreft 
of D’Armftadt and the River Maine. Accordingly, about 
Break of Day, all che Britith and Hanover Infantry were 
pofted in two Lines along the Skirts of the Wood, the 
Britifh in the firft Line, and the Hanoverians in the fe- 
cond j~and about Sx o’€lock in the Morning the Au- 
ftrian Foot, which had pafied the Maine upon the 
Bridges, to the Number of 18 Battalions, arrived, and 
were drawn up upon the Left, 8 Battalions in che firit 
Line, and 10 in the fecond; the whole Cavalry and Dra- 
goons were drawn up in a third Line, to fapport the 
Foot. In the Opinion of all the Generals that were pre- 
fent, the Poft was reckoned a very ftrong one, and the 
Difpofition fuch, that it was impoffible to be forced in 
it. The Troops were in the greateft Order, and had a 
remarkable Chearfulnefs in their Looks; they continued 
upon the Ground from Morning till Three o’Clock in 
che Afternoon, and then, as there was no Appearance of 
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an Enemy, they marched back to their Camp, and the 
fame Evening the whole Army repaffed the Mauine 
which Motion was intended tor the more commodious 
Subfitence of the Cavalry. The whole Britith Army, 
Horfe, Foor, and Dragoons, are now encamped be: ween 
this Town and Silingen, a Village likewtfe upon rhe 
Maine. The Hanoverians are all encamped together 
near Greifheim, about a League or fomet hing more above

the Rhine upon the rath, the two Bririth Barralions, 
which were left to guard the Bridge at Neuwied, wiil 
march from thence upon the 14th, to join the Army, 
and the Heflians will follow very fa.
